A key court ruling fuelling the fight 
by several Manitoba First Nations to 
claim a former military base in 
Winnipeg has been struck down 
— but the group’s not seeing the 
setback as a defeat. 

The fate of the valuable parcel of 
federally owned land at the former 
Kapyong Barracks has been in legal 
limbo for years. Seven Manitoba 


First Nations are battling for it to 
satisfy outstanding land-claims 
issues with the Canadian govern¬ 
ment. 

The group claimed a major vic¬ 
tory nearly two years ago when Jus¬ 
tice Douglas Campbell declared 
Canada should have consulted with 
them prior to making decisions 
about future redevelopment of the 
160-acre property. 

However, a higher court has 
nixed that ruling after the govern¬ 
ment appealed.

Justice Marc Nadon called Camp- 
bell’s decision “inadequate” and 
sent the whole matter back for a 
new hearing. 

“In my view, the judge failed to 
seize the substance of the critical 
issues before him. He also failed to 


deal adequately with the evidence 
before him,” Nadon wrote in his 
decision. 

No date for a re-hearing has been 
set. 

Speaking for the First Nations, 
lawyer Norman Boudreau said their 
fight continues. A number of recent 
Supreme Court decisions regard¬ 
ing aboriginal rights may help their 
case, he said. 

“We’re veiy confident we’ll have 
our client’s rights recognized by 
the court,” he said.

A Winnipeg man who 
recently survived a savage 
beating at a downtown 
park has become the city’s 
11th homicide victim this 
year after being stabbed to 
death. 

Winnipeg police identi¬ 
fied Solomon Turner, 46, as 
the person they found dead 
in a suite at an Austin 
Street North rooming 
house on the evening of 
May 10. 

Police said Turner was 
arguing with another man 
when the fight got 
physical. 

A 48-year-old suspect 
produced an unknown 
weapon and allegedly 
stabbed Turner several 
times in the lower body. In¬ 
vestigators said the wounds 
caused Turner’s death. 

Another person in the 
home fled and called 911, 
police said. 

Turner was found badly 
beaten last summer in a 
park near the Provencher 
Bridge. 

A few weeks later, he 
went missing, prompting 
police to issue a public call 
for help finding him 
because he needed medical 
attention. 

Lloyd Alfred Lindsay is 
currently at the Winnipeg 
Remand Centre, charged 
with second-degree murder 
in connection to the 

killing. •JAMES TURNER

Loaded guns, street drugs 
and a stick of explosive 
were seized during a raid 
on a quiet street in the 
city’s Riverview neigh¬ 
bourhood, according to 
Winnipeg police. 

Investigators searched a 
small bungalow on Arnold 
Avenue Wednesday 


evening. 

After finding a yellow 
tube containing commer¬ 
cial-grade explosive 

stashed away inside, police 
took no chances and evac¬ 
uated a number of homes. 
The bomb squad was sum¬ 
moned to defuse the situa¬ 
tion. 

People living nearby 
seemed surprised at what 
was found during the oper-

Couple who lost 
home to tornado 
brace for flood

Lynn and Les Kauppila al¬ 
ready lost their home once 
to a natural disaster, and 
they’re not about to relive 
the experience. 

The couple miraculous¬ 
ly survived having the roof 
literally being ripped from 
over their heads after an 
F5 tornado touched down 
in Elie in June 2007. 

But they’re cautiously 
optimistic about the 


newest threat their proper¬ 
ty faces — a flood of water 
from an intentionally 
breached dike a short dis¬ 
tance away along the 
Assiniboine River. 

The entire town of Elie 
is furiously prepping for 
the possibility the pro¬ 
vince will move on the 
dike-cutting plan in its ef¬ 
forts to get a handle on a 
torrent of water rolling 
downstream. 

The deluge could cause 
widespread flooding and 
damage. 


Les said if the damage to 
their home is bad enough, 
he’d consider cleaning it 
up, putting the cheery 
bungalow on the market 
and moving. 

Still, both remain confi¬ 
dent it won’t get to that 
point. 

“We’ve damn well lived 
through an F5 tornado, 
and we’ll damn well live 
through this,” Lynn added. 

“At least this one, it’s 
not going to take your life, 
it won’t take your house,” 
said Les. 


Teen’s sandbag 
machine wins kudos 


Ryan Conbut may just be 
the most popular person 
in the town of Elie these 
days. 

The 17-year-old’s inven¬ 
tion of a motor-powered 
portable sandbag-malcing 
machine has kept him 
hopping from yard to yard 
to yard as people call for 
help to protect their 
homes. 

Conbut’s hand-built ma¬ 
chine works probably as 
you’d expect: a conveyor 
belt carries sand shovelled 
or dropped onto it by hu¬ 
mans or a front-end loader, 
and funnels it down into a 
chute. 

Sandbags are placed at 
the spouts of the chute, 
are filled and passed on to 
the eager arms of a person 
willing to lug it to a nearby 
dike. 

The machine can pro¬ 
duce up to 20 sandbags a 
minute. 

“I think we dialed it up 
to a bag every six seconds,” 
he said. “We’ve made a 
couple of thousand over 


the day,” he said.

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Canadians face 
cannon fire, fend 
off Libyan forces 


O Canadian warship forces Gadhafi soldiers to abandon 
attack at sea O Responded with machine-gun fire 


A Canadian warship has 
helped fend off an attack 
by Libyan forces on the 
port city of Misrata de¬ 
spite coming under fire it¬ 
self. 

A statement from NATO 
says the frigate HMCS 
Charlottetown was con¬ 
ducting patrols with other 
allied vessels when a num¬ 
ber of fast small boats 
launched an attack. 

The statement says the 
Charlottetown acted with 
a British Destroyer and 
was supported by a French 
warship as it forced the 


boats to abandon their at¬ 
tack. 

The frigate came under 
fire during the incident in 
what NATO describes as 
artillery and anti-aircraft 
canon fire from regime 
forces ashore. 

The Charlottetown re¬ 
sponded with a short 
burst of machine-gun fire 
of its own. 

None of the allied war¬ 
ships suffered any damage 
or injury in the incident 
that occurred around 2 
a.m. local time Thursday.

Dike break flooding 
delayed once again

The Manitoba govern¬ 
ment has once again 
pushed back its plan to 
purposefully flood rural 
properties across a wide 
swath of the province 
southeast of Portage La 
Prairie. 

Barring any sudden 
emergencies, crews will 
wait to break a dike along 


the swollen Assiniboine 
River until Saturday 
morning, Water Steward¬ 
ship Minister Steve Ash¬ 
ton said. 

Ashton also tried to 
soothe the worries of 
homeowners in the area, 
saying the intentional 
flooding will be con¬ 
trolled and very gradual.

“It will be moving fair¬ 
ly slowly. There are areas 
... that will not see any 
water for days,” Ashton 
told reporters Thursday. 

The intentional flood 
was pushed back for two 
reasons, Ashton said — to 
give residents more time 
to prepare and because 
crews have built up dikes 
and the Portage diversion 
channel enough in recent 
days to handle 36 per cent 
more water. 

The province has been 
raising the spectre of the 
intentional flood since 
Sunday. The move is con¬ 
sidered the lesser of two 
evils, as doing nothing 
could cause the Assini¬ 
boine to spill its banks in 
other areas as well, 
swamping twice as much 
land and affecting hun¬ 
dreds more homes and 
properties. 

Excavators were al¬ 
ready starting to dig out 
the dike Thursday as near¬ 
by residents scrambled to 
pile sandbags around 
their homes.

Industry Minister Tony 
Clement is rolling out the 
welcome mat for gasoline 
refiners, distributors and 
retailers to explain why 
Canadians are getting such 
a hosing at the pumps. 

As gasoline prices dipped 
on Thursday, reversing 
spikes earlier in the week, 
Clement said he planned to 
invite fuel producers to ap¬ 
pear before a parliamen¬ 


tary committee to explain 
their pricing methods. 

“No one can understand 
why last year, when oil per 
barrel was around $140 or 
$150, we were paying $1.37 
per litre, when this year oil 
is south of $98 a barrel and 
yet we’re paying more,” he 
said. 

However, Clement did 
not commit to a date for 
the meetings. And it’s un¬ 


certain how far Ottawa will 
go to deal with high gas 
prices. 

Former Liberal MP and 
gas-price watcher Dan 
McTeague said a parliamen¬ 
tary committee is probably 
a waste of time. He said the 
government would be bet¬ 
ter off giving tax rebates as 
federal revenues rise on the 
back of gas-price hikes.

O Wiig pushes herself to a new level in one the best female comedies ever 



Richard Crouse: Mark, the 
big mistake people will 
make about Bridesmaids is 
thinking that it is a chick 
flick or a female version of 
The Hangover.

Much earlier in his career, 
Johnny Depp claimed none 
of his films would ever 
make any money But with 
Pirates of the Caribbean: 
On Stranger Tides, the 
fourth installment in the 
hugely successful franchise 
set to be released, he was 
clearly mistaken. 

“It’s not my fault. I did 
my best, even to the point 
of trying to get fired on the 
first one, and they just 
couldn’t bring themselves 
to do it,” Depp says of his 
good fortune. “It’s kind of 
interesting to experience 
that kind of ride after es¬ 
sentially 20 years of enjoy¬ 
ing a career based on 
failures. And then sudden¬ 
ly something clicks. The 
fact that people decided to 
go see a movie that I was in 
was probably the most 
shocking thing that I’ve 
ever been through.” 

Also shocking to Depp is 
how much Capt. Jack Spar¬ 
row, the beloved scoundrel 
he plays in the Pirates 


films, has seeped into his 
subconscious. 

“There’s most definitely 
a part of me in Capt. Jack, 
and now — fortunately or 
unfortunately — there’s a 
great part of Capt. Jack in 
me as well,” he says. 

Given that Capt. Jack has 
led the franchise to bring 
in a whopping $2.6 billion 
US at the box office over 
the course of the three 
films, chances are Depp 
will have to put up with his 
swashbuckling alter ego for 
some years to come. And 
that’s something he’s cer¬ 
tainly prepared for. 

“I think they could 
wheel me in, I could have 
my dreads get tangled in 
the wheels of my chair,” he 
jokes. “A character like 
Capt. Jack, I feel like you 
could just continue. The 
possibilities are endless, 
limitless.” 

Of course, more Pirates 
movies means more pi¬ 
rates, and On Stranger 
Tides introduces a new ele¬ 
ment in Sparrow’s life: ex¬ 
lover and fierce 
sword-fighting opponent 
Angelica, played by Pene¬ 
lope Cruz. 


“When we saw each oth¬ 
er again, it felt like we’d 
wrapped the film Blow the 
week before,” Depp says of 
working with the Spanish 
star. “It just sort of clicked 
instantly so that whatever 
exists in terms of chem¬ 
istry was just instantly fir¬ 
ing on all cylinders. It felt 
completely right.” 

Working with Cruz 
again also gave Depp the 
chance to enhance his vo¬ 
cabulary. “She taught me 
the raunchiest Spanish. It’s 
so foul, I couldn’t bring 
myself to repeat it,” he 
says. “I’ll carry it on my 
back for the rest of my 
days.” 

Cruz’s favourite part of 
the production — aside 
from Spanish lessons with 
Depp — were the lavish lo¬ 
cations, with filming tak¬ 
ing place in Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico. “And then 
they built a beach in Uni¬ 
versal Studios,” she re¬ 
members. “When they told 
me, I thought it was my 
English, that I didn’t un¬ 
derstand what they said, 
and then I got there and 
there was really a beach in 
Universal Studios.”
